•tcucture completed and readv for oc 
cupancy by tbe time the next leglsla 
ture convenes two yeais hence 


It is expected that when the new 


capitol is completed which will con 
«mme about ten years ^ iscousin will 
feave the handsomest and most con 
Tenlent state house of any common 
wealth In the United States 
Archi 


tecturally it will be massive and mod 
estly ornate 
The exterior walls will 


be of white granite quarried at Bethel 
Vt 
and generally considered by ex 


perts as being the best building stone 
In the world 
It is the hardest and 
whitest 
granite 
known 
qualities 


which prevent it from absorbing much 
moisture and becoming discolored and 
dirty like most building stones 
An 


other ot its good qualities Is its fine 
texture which makes It an excellent 
atone for the carvei and sculptor 


The granite will be cut and filled 


at the quarries each 
block being 


marked as it is finished so that the 
workmen will know just where it be 
*onga. The granite will be about one 
foot in thickness and will be backed 
»y a two-foot wall of 
brick 
The 


courses or layers of granite «lll be 
20 Inches wide 
The back walls will 


be built simultaneously with the gran 
He facing 
The total weight of the 
granite to be used will be 99 000 000 
pounds or 4 850 tons 
At 40 tons to 


a carload it will require 1 212 cars 
to transport the granite from Bethel 
to Madison 
The cost of the freight 


and the cutting of the granite will it 
is estimated be about six times the 
value of the gianlte in the lough at

inspiring spectacle than that of this 
conglomeiatlon. of orientals imbibing 
western civilization and the English 
.anguage through American channels 
Perhaps there Is no one better quail 
fled to tell of the progiess of educa 
tlon in the archipelago than George 
\Vllliam Beattie superintendent of the 
Philippine Normal school at Manila 
Mr Beattie went out as division su 
prrlntendeat of schools for the island 
of Nsgros after having seived for 
many jears as county superintendent 
of schools and eailler as tieasurer of 
San Bernardrno countv 
In view of 


the chaotic conditions which existed 
In the islands this combined business 
and educational experience was of 
especial value 
Having set things to 


rights in Negros he was called to his 
present pott in Manila 


In establishing a school system 


Mi Beattie explained, 
the 
change 


from Spanish to English was trifling 
in comparison with other Issues 
It 


was necessary to decide whether to 
continue the Spanish practice of glv 
Ing; instruction in the native languages 
or to employ a common tongue 
In 


settling this question the attitude of 
the Filipinos themselves was consid 
pred 
They realize their Isolation 


from the rest of the world commer 
daily as well as Intellectual^ and 
also the lack of that national units 
which has become so conspicuous in 
at least one neighboring oriental na 
tlon 
They know that English is the 


language of commerce and that by 
learning it they can open the door to 
the world s markets They know that 
so long as the Tagalog of Manila has 
nothing in common so far as language 
is concerned 
with the Ilocano of 


northern Luzon or the Visajan of tho 
southern islands they can never be 
come a nation 
The} know, too that 


their native languages are without a 
literature and they often refer to En 
gltsh as Shakespeare s tongue 
Fur 


thermore the Filipinos crave social 
recognition and therefore desire the 
language of their acquired mother 
country 
be it Spain or America 


These considerations made the think 
ing natives insist that Instruction In 
the schools be given in English and 
the goveinment willingly acceded be 
cause of the difficulty of supplying 
text books in the various dialects and 
of preparing Ameiicans to teach in 
the native tongues 
The adoption of 


English in the schools gives entire 
satisfaction to the people notwlth 
standing the belief of some American 
teachers that the Filipinos choice 
would prove suicidal 


The Filipinos are very eager for 


education 
I think I can safely sa\ 


that nothing the American go\ern 
ment is doing for the Philippines is 
more appreciated by the natives than 
the effoit that Is being made to edu 
cate them Whatevei differences theio 
may be between Filipinos and Amer 
leans legaiding matters of govern 
mental policy thetc is no opposition 
to the bchools I fear however that 
not all the Filipinos know what the 
word education means To the masses 
It is a vague something like inde 
pendence 01 Aladdin s lamp that Is 
supposed to cure all ills and open all 
doors of opportunity—Just how or why 
they know not 
They obsei ve that 


rich and povveiful nations have abun 
dant educational facilities and they 
are convlnced'in theii own minds that 
through general enlightenment their 
national aspirations may be realized 
It is pathetic to see the fiankness 
with which Filipinos admit theli pres 
ent helplessness—ascribing it to Ignor 
ance

sary to restrain than to stimulate the 
advanced students as they ale in con 
slant danger of overworking 
They 


submit readily to auttoiity and dls 
ctpllne in the school is a simple prob- 
lem 


When the American public schools 


were first opened tho young people 
filled them to overflowing and tbo 
adults crowded the night schools, the 
•tomlaant thought belag to ccqulre a 


knowledge of the English language 
The element of novelty was doubtless 
an important factor also The schools 
possessed all the attractions of a new 
toy 
Soon 
however 
many adults 


found that English could not be ac 
quired by a few weeks attendance at 
night school and they dropped out 
Some of the children ceased to be 
amused by school exercises and failed 
to attend while others stopped In or 
der to assist their parents once more 
In their various agiicultural opera 
tlons In soma cases, forces hostile to 
the public schools with their purely 
secular education 
became effective 


and school attendance accordingly dt 
mlnlshed 


The Philippine commission has 


planned ffbm the flrbt to give the 
schools a better teaching force than 
the provisional one they found neces 
sarv to use and in its first legislation 
establishing a public school system ft 
made piovision for a Normal school 
in Manila for training native teachers 
This school was opened in 1901 under 
the leadeiship of Dr Bryan formerly 
of the faculty of Indiana university 
The school organized advanced classes 
of students who had received instruc 
tlon In Spanish schools and since 1903 
has graduated classes of from 12 to 18 
members 


Year by year the standard has 


been raised until admission to the reg 
ular classes of the Normal school Is 
DOW conditional on preparation 
for 


the equivalent of the flist year of an 
American high school 
Graduates are 


entitled to enter the civil service as 
teachers without further examination 
In one or two more years large classes 
will be sent out 


Classes in each of the elementary 


grades are maintained as a training 
school and students are given care 
ful drill In practice teaching before 
being allowed to graduate 
Cooking, 


housekeeping gardening and wood 
work are parts of the regular course, 
and the students are trained to teach 
these things in their appropriate 
places in the grades 


It Is safe to say that no other 


phase of education attracts so much 
attention or excites more sympathetic 
Interest among the Filipinos at pres 
ent than tbe various forms of Indus 
trial work that have been Incorporated 
Into theli school system 
At first 


Spanish Ideals concerning the dignity 
of manual labor constituted serious 
obstacles but practical opposition ol 
this kind no longer requires consider 
atlon 


The academic work of the course 


approximately parallels that ot the 
ordinary American high school 
En 


gllsh taking the place usually alloted 
to foreign languages 
History Is mod 


Ifled to meet the needs of the sltua 
tion bv making Philippine and co- 
lonial history preliminary In that line 
Science Is given unusual prominence 
the laboratories foi phy sios chemis 
trv botany and zoology being well 
equipped 


Probably no other feature of tbe 


school offers such oppoi tunltles and 
has furnished such results as has the 
dormitory for voung women 
A ma 


joilty of the women students live in 
this home vvlth one of the American 
teacheit* 
Coming from all parts of 


the Islands with different languages 
and customs they here use a common 
language and learn the essentials of 
American =ocial customs 
Being rep 


lesentatives of the best Filipino fami 
lies on retuinlns to their homes they 
becomi social leadeis spread their 
new found Ideas widely and become 
potent factois in introducing Ameri- 
can Ideals among thPii people 


Although the Normal school w*s 


established for the purpose of train 
ing native teachers iti superior equip- 
ment has made It necessary to throw 
open its doors to students looking tn 
ward other Hies of work than teach 
Ing There are in the school at pres 
ent classes of students preparing for 
woi k In schools of law medicine and 
engineering 
and for teasons of ccon 


omy th? nautical schooi classes re 
celve their shore instiuction at the 
same Institution 


In short In the Normal school to- 


day may be found in embryo the Unl 
versity of the Philippines
